RECORD ASSOCIATION 


(C ontinued from F irst Page.) 
foundation stock which have official 
state or cow test association records 
of at least one year. 
They may be 
either pure breeds or grades. Their 
female calves m ay then be registered 
In what will be known as the prepara­ 
tory class, but not until they have by 
actual performance at their proved 
their ability to pay for their keep and 
return a reasonable profit will this 
progeny be accepted for full registra­ 
tion. 
It is to be required that all cows 
entered for registry m ust be bred 
only to thoroughbred registered males 
of the breed In which such cows are 
registered. 
Crossing of breeds will 
be absolutely prohibited the ultimate 
object being to develop practically 
pure-bred dairy cows that are all pto- 
fit producers. 
The objection to present reco: d as­ 
sociations is th at they pay attention 
only to pedigree, and any kind of an 
animal, good or bad, if it ha? pure­ 
bred ancestry, can be recorded. This 
new association will relentlessly elim­ 
inate the culls, no m atter how much 
‘‘pure blood” may be coursing through 
their veins. 
Al»o\e the-preparatory class will be 
eight other -classes for cows of vary­ 
ing producing ability, these being In­ 
d ic a t e d from class ‘ F,’ ’the lowest, 
to class ‘ AAA.” the highest, for the 
exceptional cow 
only. 
W hether or 
not a cow Is entitled to be entered in 
any of these classes will depend upon 
the amount of butterfat she can pro­ 
duce in a year, the amount of milk, 
her age, and w hether or not she pro­ 
duces a calf during any year’s test. 
In the latter event she will be giv­ 
en a certain num ber of' points hand - 
cap, so that she may average as well 
as the farrow cow, it being the Idea 
that a cow to perform her natural 
functions should produce progeny as 
well as milk and butterfat. The young 
cow will also have a moderate handi­ 
cap over the aged cow 
A cow ’s record will be established 
by a scale of points, one point, for 
instance, bHnu 
allowed 
tor 
every 
pound of fat produced and one point 
for every 100 pounds of milk. No cow 
with a record of less than ¡¡'in p >ints 
in on*1 year can set into otlmr than 
the preparatory class.
